Group warns 
ISIS recruiting 
Somali youths 


Intervention urged. 

Community leaders ask 
for help keeping teens 
from insurgents 


The leader of a Somali group 
has written to the prime minis¬ 
ter warning that young people 
in Alberta are being recruited 
to become fighters for the Is¬ 
lamic State of Iraq and al-Sham 
(ISIS). 

In his letter, Mahamad Ac¬ 
cord says he has solid sources, 
including elders, who say 
youths from the Somali com¬ 
munity as young as 16 have 
signed up to become terrorist 
soldiers. 

“Parents of these young 
men and women are extremely 
worried about this terrorist 
group and the fact that their 


sympathizers are recruiting 
our youth to fight in this losing 
war,” he wrote in his letter to 
Stephen Harper dated Sept. 15. 

In an interview Wednesday, 
Accord, who is president of 
the Edmonton-based Canadian 
Somali Congress Western Can¬ 
ada, said he doesn’t have any 
hard numbers on how many 
young people have been re¬ 
cruited. 

Accord said some youths 
who have left their families 
have called home from coun¬ 
tries such as Turkey without 
any explanation. 

In his letter, he asks the 
prime minister for programs to 
reach out to disaffected Somali 
youth to counter ISIS recruit¬ 
ers. 

“It is time to implement an 
alternative strategy that would 
safeguard our safety and secur¬ 
ity,” he said. “We need resour¬ 


ces to counter these terrorists. 

“Our strategy is detect early 
and prevent to protect vulner¬ 
able youth from being drawn 
into terrorism.” 

Accord estimates there are 
about 35,000 people of Somali 
descent living in Alberta, in¬ 
cluding about 15,000 in Ed¬ 
monton. 

Accord said the Somali com¬ 
munity wants to work with 
Canadian authorities and po¬ 
lice to fight against these ex¬ 
tremists. “We cannot sit idly to 
see these criminals putting our 
young lives at risk and becom¬ 
ing a pawn for ISIS terrorists.” 

An official with the Prime 
Minister’s Office responded 
to a request for comment on 
Accord’s letter by noting the 
Conservative government is 
a proud partner in the global 
fight against terrorism.

The head of the local transit 
union is sounding the alarm 
to invest in technology that 
lets bus drivers know of a 
blocked door after an 11- 
year-old girl was dragged and 
run over Tuesday morning. 

“You have two concerns 
here: One of those is provid¬ 
ing the service and the other 
is seeing to safety. You have 
to balance the two,” said 
Steve Bradshaw, president of 
Amalgamated Transit Union, 
Local 569. 

But that balance was 
called into question when 
the girl was the last to board 
the bus on route 47 Tuesday 
morning, said Bradshaw. 

According to police, the 
girl was caught, dragged and

then had her leg crushed by 
the bus. 

Bradshaw said had that 
particular incident occurred 
at the centre doors, the 
“sensitive edges” would have 
detected the girl’s limbs and 
would have rang the alarm 
and popped the doors open. 

When that door is open, 
the brakes are locked, he ex¬ 
plained. 

“Same is true for the front 
door, except the front door 
doesn’t have the alarm or 
sensitive edges and that’s go¬ 
ing to become a factor in this 



case,” said the head of the 
transit union. 

Edmonton police and Ed¬ 
monton Transit are still in¬ 
vestigating the incident, but 


meanwhile, Bradshaw is call¬ 
ing for alarms and sensitive 
edges to be installed at the 
front doors. 

“It’s just an unhappy 


thing that happened and it’s 
not good for anybody. What 
we need to do is look at ways 
of preventing it in the fu¬ 
ture.”

A newly formed group 
called Open Edmonton are plot¬ 
ting the city’s open data infor¬ 
mation and taking suggestions 
from Edmontonians so they 
can build an online map of the 
public art spaces in the city.

Film 
fest organizers 
note rising number 
of Edmontonians 
'hungry' for film

The film scene in Edmonton 
is growing quicker than you 
can say “popcorn,” according 
to Edmonton International 
Film Festival (EIFF) organiz¬ 
ers. 

This year’s festival has 
roughly 35 per cent more 
locally produced films or pro¬ 
ductions that have Edmon¬ 
tonians as part of the project, 
when compared to last year’s 
event. 

“I think as we see our city 
grow in terms of population 
and in terms of real estate ... 


we’re going to see more and 
more people making mov¬ 
ies,” said Kerrie Long, festival 
producer. 

The bump in local film 
buffs was especially notice¬ 
able in a recent 24-hour film 
challenge, an annual event 
leading up to EIFF. 

Local organizers modelled 
it after a similar event in New 
York City, which typically re¬ 
ceives 100 teams. Edmonton 
had 38 teams sign up for this 
year’s challenge. 

“It’s almost 50 per cent of 
what NYC gets. To me, that’s 
a good barometer of the hun¬ 
ger in Edmonton to go out 
and tell your own stories,” 
said Long. 

The festival officially kicks 
off Friday, with some local 
faces also making it onto the 
silver screen. 

One of those stars is Tracy 
Thomas, who hosts the docu- 
mentaiy Gone South: How 
Canada Invented Hollywood.

synopsis, interviews with 
Canadian celebrities like 
Howie Mandel help express 
the film’s concept “that with¬ 
out the slow and subversive 
influence of Canada, Holly¬ 
wood as it is known would 
not and could not exist.” 

Peter Wunstorf is another 
local part of the film festival, 
but this time off-screen as 
cinematographer of Midnight 
Sun, a film about a boy who 
tries to reunite a baby polar 
bear with its mother.

Alberta is going to start think¬ 
ing a little bit more about the 
long term when it comes to 
capital spending, but crit¬ 
ics argue that won’t matter 
much if it doesn’t come with 
dollars attached. 

The new Infrastructure 
Minister Manmeet Bhullar 
has been mandated to draft 
five- and 25-year capital 
plans, longer than the provin¬ 
cial government has typically 
planned. 

Bhullar said with the 
growth the province is ex¬ 
periencing, government can’t 
afford to think short-term. 

“We have to do further 
planning so that Alberta is 
in a position to ensure that 
we meet the needs of tomor¬ 
row’s children, tomorrow’s 
seniors,” he said. 

The province currently 
has a three-year budget plan 
that lists the items the prov¬ 
ince intends to build, with 
information on costing. Bhul¬ 
lar said the new five-year plan 
may not have the same level 
of details.

Accountability Act. All 

appointments will be 
merit-based: Prentice 

Alberta Premier Jim Prentice promised Wednesday to do away 
with government cronyism and defended himself against re¬ 
newed criticism that he has broken that dictum by hiring 
his campaign co-manager, Jay Hill. 

Prentice said hiring Hill last week as one of three 
new senior trade representatives is different. 

“These people were carefully selected as the most 
qualified people for the position,” Prentice told a 
legislature news conference. 

“These are three people who are very close to 
cabinet (and) to the premier in terms of executing 
the agenda of the government. 

“I don’t view them as comparable to someone 
who is appointed to a board or an agency.” 

Prentice delivered more details on the legis¬ 
lation he plans to introduce in the fall session 
to eradicate the spending and entitlement 
scandals that mortally wounded the adminis¬ 
tration of former premier Alison Redford. 

Prentice said his new Accountability Act 
will put an end to so-called sweetheart pay 
and severance deals for political staffers. 

There will be new rules on handing out 
sole-source government contracts. 

A pre-qualified list of companies will be 
struck that can be hired by the government 
when emergency situations don’t allow time 
to solicit competing bids. 

There will also be rules to prevent “stack¬ 
ing,” whereby a company receives so many 
small untendered contracts it then becomes, 
in essence, one big untendered payout. 

Prentice said his cabinet will appoint 
people to boards and agencies strictly on 
merit and not on political or personal ties. 

He said that doesn’t mean people with 
political contacts are automatically ex¬ 
cluded. 

“Some people may have been involved 
in a political party in the past. Could be 
one of a number of political parties,” said 
Prentice. 

“That should not preclude them from 
serving in a position of public trust. But 
it should also not be the criteria by which 
they are selected.” the Canadian press

They have the same name. 
They’re the same age. 
They’re both gay. They have 
the same creative passion. 
They’re both poets, and 
there’s something profound 
in their story. 

Meet Holly Painter, 29, 
and, er, Holly Painter, 29, 
the unconnected women 
who have spoolcily similar 
lives. 

They call themselves 
“email doppelgangers” be¬ 
cause they get each other’s 
messages. They have similar 
website addresses. People 
confuse them, even in face- 
to-face interactions, and it 
got so weird that eventually 
the pair met to have a laugh 
about it. 


The two women are 
from opposite sides of the 
U.S.-Canada border, but, 
meeting Wednesday, they 
chatted like old friends and 
even finished each other’s 
sentences. 

Here’s how it all started. 


“One of my friends said 
he really loved my poem on 
female genital mutilation,” 
said the American Painter, 
who’s from Detroit but lives 
in Singapore. “Urn, what? 
That’s not the sort of thing 
you forget writing about. So 


I went and looked around 
and I found Holly.” 

The pair met for the 
first time over breakfast 
in London, Ont., where the 
Canadian Painter lives. Her 
counterpart was passing 
through on a research trip 


for a book she’s writing. 

During their chat, the 
American Painter tells of 
an encounter with some¬ 
one who complimented her 
on a stage performance she 
never gave. It turned out 
to have been the Canadian 
Painter. That’s even weirder 
because, whatever the simi¬ 
larities, the women don’t 
look alike. 

But, even as they talk, 
they find more things they 
share. Each volunteers with 
kids. Each has a younger 
brother. Each has a day job 
in publishing. They talk 
over one another’s laughter 
as the matches are made. 

“I guess it’s a little sur¬ 
real,” says the Canadian 
Painter. “I suppose it’s not 
totally surprising that some¬ 
one has the same name ...” 

“... but all the other 
similarities as well, it’s a bit 
bizarre,” her doppelganger 
finishes.

Charges have been laid in 
connection with a Faceboolc 
post that allegedly breached 
a publication ban in a recent 
Halifax sex-assault case. 

Police said Wednesday 
that a 62-year-old Dart¬ 
mouth, N.S., man was served 
with a notice to appear in 
court in connection with a 
post that included the name 
of the young woman that the 
accused, Halifax lawyer Lyle 
Howe, has been convicted of 
assaulting. 


“There are orders issued 
by the court for protection 
of the victims, of their name 
and identity,” said Const. 
Pierre Bourdages. “Unfortu¬ 
nately an individual decided 
that they would post the in¬ 
formation even though there 
was a publication ban.” 

The post in question ap¬ 
peared in a support group 
for Howe shortly after he 
was sentenced in late July to 
three years in prison for sex¬ 
ual assault. 


““It was my hope that ... 
through our efforts as a sup¬ 
port group, we would prove 
Lyle’s innocence,” reads the 
post, which was reproduced 
in screenshots on Reddit 
and Twitter — with the com¬ 


plainant’s name redacted. 
“That his one-nite fling 
with (the complainant) was 
consensual ... and that Lyle 
would be vindicated.” 

Howe testified during 
his trial that he’d had con¬ 


sensual sex with the victim 
after an evening of drink¬ 
ing in 2011, but the Crown 
argued that the woman was 
too impaired to provide con¬ 
sent. Howe is appealing his 
conviction. 

Bourdages said police 
launched an investigation 
into the alleged breach after 
receiving several complaints 
about it. 

Halifax resident Nicole 
Pettipas filed one of those 
complaints, saying Wednes¬ 


day she was impressed with 
how seriously police investi¬ 
gators took the issue — and 
“really pleased” to see char¬ 
ges laid. 

“I’m just glad that mes¬ 
sage is out there; if a publica¬ 
tion ban is in effect you don’t 
name the victim, period,” 
she said. “Don’t get smart 
and publish names just be¬ 
cause you’re upset. And vic¬ 
tims will see that and know 
that they’re protected.”

FDA chief 
blamed 
for crisis 

Anti-addiction activists are 
calling for the U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration’s top 
official to step down, saying 
the agency’s policies have 
contributed to a national 
epidemic of prescription 
painkiller abuse. 

In a letter released 
Wednesday, more than a 
dozen groups ask the Obama 
administration’s top health 
official to replace FDA Com¬ 
missioner Dr. Margaret Ham¬ 
burg, who has led the agency 
since 2009. The FDA has been 
under fire from public health 
advocates, politicians and 
law enforcement officials 
since last October, when it 
approved a powerful new 
painkiller called Zohydro 
against the recommendation 
of its own medical advisers. 

Deaths linked to the ad¬ 
dictive medications, includ¬ 
ing OxyContin and Vicodin, 
have more than tripled over 
the last 20 years to an esti¬ 
mated 17,000 in 2011.

U.S. health officials Tuesday 
laid out worst-case and best- 
case scenarios for the Ebola 
epidemic in West Africa, 
warning that the number of 
infected people could explode 
to at least 1.4 million by mid- 
January — or peak well below 
that, if efforts to control the 
outbreak are ramped up. 

The widely vaiying projec¬ 
tions by the Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Prevention 
were based on conditions in 
late August and do not take 
into account a recent inter¬ 
national surge in medical 
aid for the stricken region. 
That burst has given health 
authorities reason for some 
optimism. 

“I’m confident the most 
dire projections are not going 
to come to pass,” CDC chief 
Dr. Tom Frieden said in re¬ 
leasing the report. 

The CDC estimated that 
the real number of cases, re¬ 
ported and unreported, could 
reach 21,000 by Sept. 30 in 
just two of the hardest-hit

countries: Liberia and Sierra 
Leone. 

But the CDC also said that 
the epidemic in both coun¬ 
tries could be almost ended 
by Jan. 20, by aggressively iso¬ 
lating the sick, either in hos¬ 
pitals or at home, and by tak¬ 
ing steps to reduce the spread 
of the disease during burials. 

“A surge now can break 
the back of the epidemic,” 
Frieden said. 

The CDC did not give an 
estimate of how many Ebola 
cases overall could be ex¬ 
pected under the best-case 
scenario. 

But it said the number of 
new cases per day could be 
fewer than 300 by mid-Janu- 
aiy, instead of the thousands 
feared under the grimmer 
projections.

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Hijab confusion. Qatar 
women’s basketball team 
forfeits Asian Games match 


Qatari basketballers forfeited a 
women’s match against Mongo¬ 
lia on Wednesday and are con¬ 
sidering withdrawing from the 
Asian Games competition in 
South Korea after being refused 
permission to wear a hijab. 

Confusion over the imple¬ 
mentation of recently relaxed 
guidelines outlined by the 
sport’s international governing 
body, aimed at making the 
game more inclusive, could be 
the cause of the problem in In¬ 
cheon. 

“The Qatari players ... re 
fused to take off the hijab,” 
Asian Games Organizing Com¬ 
mittee spokeswoman Anna Ji- 
hyun You said. 

The Qatari contingent was 
surprised by the decision, with 
its chef-de-mission Khalil al- 
Jabir saying the team “was not 
lilcely to play” basketball in 
these Asian Games if the play¬ 
ers are not allowed to wear the 
hijab. 

“Nobody told us that it will 
not be allowed and we are still 
waiting for clarifications,” he 
said.

The rules of each sport at the 
Asian Games are governed by 
their respective international 
federations. Many allow head 
coverings for certain athletes, 
including badminton, track 
and field, and football. 


Qatar is scheduled to play 
Nepal on Thursday, leaving 
little time for a compromise 
unless FIBA, basketball’s inter¬ 
national governing body, inter¬ 
venes. 

You said match officials 
working Wednesday’s game 
did not receive any instructions 
from FIBA to allow head cover¬ 
ings, and were only following 
the rules that restrict the use of 
headgear, hair accessories and 
jeweliy.

3,000 wasps 
released to 
protect crops 
in Indonesia 


Parasitic wasp, meet 
mealybug. Scientists 
move to safeguard 
cassava crops from 
mealybug infestation 


They are the size of a pinhead 
and don’t even pack a sting, 
but these tiny wasps are cold¬ 
blooded killers nonetheless. 
They work as nature’s SWAT 
team, neutralizing a pest that 
threatens to destroy one of the 
developing world’s most im¬ 
portant staple foods: cassava. 

On Wednesday, scientists 
put 3,000 wasps into a secure 
tent-lilce habitat in a mealybug- 
affected field in Bogor, Indo¬ 
nesia. They will be monitored 
to see how well they handle 
local conditions as they multi¬ 
ply to an expected 450,000 
within a month. Once a permit 
is obtained, the wasps can be

released into the wild to start a 
relentless killing spree. 

The parasitic wasps need the 
mealybug to survive.

Crime sweep nets more 
than 1,000 m Europe

The number of shootings in 
which a gunman fired into 
a crowd in the U.S. has in¬ 
creased dramatically in re¬ 
cent years, according to an 
FBI report released Wednes¬ 
day. 

The study reviewed 160 
mass shootings between 
2000 and 2013 to identify 
common themes and to 
help local law enforcement 
prepare for or respond to 
similar killings in the fu¬ 
ture. 

It focused on what the 
FBI calls “active shooter in¬ 
cidents,” cases in which a 
gunman in an attack kills or 
shoots multiple people in a 
confined space. 

According to the report, 
an average of six shootings 
occurred in the first seven 
years that were studied. That 
average rose to 16 shootings 
per year in the past seven 
years of the study. That per¬ 
iod included the 2012 shoot¬ 
ings at a movie theatre in 
Aurora, Colo., and at Sandy 
Hook Elementary School in 


Law enforcement officials 
who study the behaviour 
of shooters and assess 
threats say the motives 
vary, but many have a real 
or perceived personally 
held grievance. Though it’s 
hard to say why the number 
of shootings has increased, 
officials say they believe 
many shooters are inspired 
by past killings and the 
resulting notoriety. 


Newtown, Conn. 

Most of the shootings oc¬ 
curred either at a business 
or a school, according to 
the study, conducted in con¬ 
junction with Texas State 
University. A total of more 
than 1,000 people were 
either killed or wounded 
in the shootings. In about 
one-quarter of the cases, the 
shooter committed suicide 
before the police arrived.

In what a police chief called 
the biggest organized-crime 
crackdown in Europe, 
law-enforcement agencies 
across the European Union 
arrested more than 1,000 
people in a closely co-ordin¬ 
ated nine-day sweep. 

Operation Archimedes 
targeted almost all kinds of 
crime, ranging from drug 
trafficking to illegal immi¬ 
gration, tax fraud, counter¬ 
feiting and theft, Europol 
Director Rob Wainwright 
told reporters. 

The operation involved 
20,000 law-enforcement of¬ 
ficers in more than 300 cit¬ 


ies, ports, airports and bor¬ 
der crossings. 

They made 1,027 arrests 
and saved 30 Romanian 
children from being traf¬ 
ficked. It also netted large 


amounts of drugs, including 
hundreds of kilograms of 
cocaine and heroin, Wain¬ 
wright said. 

The operation “has led, I 
think, to a very significant 


attack on the whole crimin¬ 
al infrastructure in Europe,” 
Wainwright said. 

He added that intelli¬ 
gence gained in the oper¬ 
ation, which involved a 
co-ordination centre at 
Europol’s headquarters in 
The Hague directing the 
raids, will lead to future ar¬ 
rests. 

The raids underscored 
how criminals across the EU 
and beyond are organizing 
their efforts, often using 
heavily encrypted Internet 
messages to communicate. 

Wainwright said a “more 
integrated criminal com¬ 
munity” has developed over 
recent years, in which or¬ 
ganized gangs work togeth¬ 
er in different sorts of crim¬ 
inal activity. 

But he added that the 
raids “send a strong mes¬ 
sage to criminal groups that 
they are not beyond the 
reach of law enforcement.”

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U.S. asks 
Canada for 
more help in 
Middle East 


New possible military 
engagement. Harper 
declines to offer details 


Prime Minister Stephen Harp¬ 
er says Canada will soon be 
weighing the possibility of an 
extended militaiy role in the 
Middle East. 

Harper said he has just re¬ 
cently received a request from 
the U.S. government for further 
Canadian involvement in the 
fight against Islamist rebels. 

“We have to have some addi¬ 
tional debate within our gov¬ 
ernment,” he said Wednesday 
during a question-and-answer 
session in New York before an 
audience of U.S. business lead¬ 
ers. 

“The government of Canada 
will make a decision on that 
veiy shortly.” 

When pressed about the 
possible new engagement, 
Harper declined to offer details 
because the U.S. government 
“didn’t make the letter public.” 

But he did say the world 
can’t allow terrorists to gain 
safe havens like the one that 
has developed in eastern Syria 
and western Iraq. 

Wednesday’s conversation 
with the Wall Street Journal’s 
editor-in-chief also delved into 
some of the sociological aspects 
of the fight against the al-Qaida 
splinter group known as the Is¬ 
lamic State of Iraq and al-Sham 
(ISIS). Some of the terrorists 
who cany Western passports

can hardly be called Muslims; 
some of them apparently don’t 
even attend mosque, Harper 
said. 

He also suggested that Mid¬ 
dle Eastern hostility to the West 
is nothing new. Harper said 
there’s been a constituency for 
that since the Crusades. 

At that point the editor-in- 
chief, Gerard Baker, interjected: 
“Of course they had a point, 
during the Crusades.” 

That was just one snippet 
of a free-flowing conversation 
in New York’s financial district, 
where the high-profile news¬ 
paperman pressed Harper on a 
number of fronts. 

Baker mentioned Canada’s 
relatively strong economic per¬ 
formance, but he pushed Harp¬ 
er on the relative weakness of 
some Canadian energy sectors 
beyond energy, and whether 
Canada’s recent economic per¬ 
formance hadn’t softened a bit.

“Not since the end of 
the Second World War 
have there been so many 
refugees, displaced people 
and asylum seekers. Never 
before has the United Na¬ 
tions been asked to reach 
so many people with emer¬ 
gency food assistance and 
other life-saving supplies,” 
Ban said.

Bensouda opened a pre- 
liminaiy inquiiy in Central 
African Republic in February 
and in May the conflict-torn 


nation’s government author¬ 
ized the court to step in — a 
crucial step clearing the way 
for a full-blown investigation. 

Bensouda said that in¬ 
formation gathered during 
the preliminary investiga¬ 
tion “provides a reasonable 
basis to believe that both the 
Seleka and the anti-Balaka 
groups have committed 
crimes against humanity and 
war crimes, including mur¬ 
der, rape, forced displace¬ 
ment, persecution, pillaging, 
attacks against humanitarian 
missions and the use of chil¬ 
dren under 15 in combat,” 
she said in a statement. 

Rights group Human 
Rights Watch welcomed Ben¬ 
souda’ s announcement. The 
news was also welcomed on 
the streets of Bangui, the cap¬ 
ital.

G20 cop acquitted 
of wrongdoing 

A police officer convicted 
of one assault related to 
the violence-marred G20 
summit in Toronto four 
years ago was acquitted 
Wednesday in a second 
case because the only 
evidence against him was 
ruled inadmissible. 

As a result, the pros¬ 
ecution presented no 
evidence against Const. 
Babalc Andalib-Goortani, 
who was charged with 
using a weapon to assault 
a blogger. The constable 
still faces internal miscon¬ 
duct hearings for using 
excessive force against the 
protester, the Canadian press 


The documents, filed 
with a court by police to ob¬ 
tain a search warrant, say 
Kathy Ford was interviewed 
by investigators after reports 
surfaced last May of a second 
video allegedly showing the 
mayor smoking crack. 

Police say Kathy Ford told 
them her brother arrived at 
her house “intoxicated” but 
not “high,” and that he was 
drinking and play-fighting 
with Alexander Lisi, who 
was never hurt. Ford also 
told police a man named 
Michael “Jugga” James sold 
drugs to her and her brother.

Documents reveal that a 
man accused of killing a 
17-year-old British Columbia 
girl told a parole board in 
2008 that he was worried he 
would harm someone else if 
he was ever released from 
prison. 

Just months before Ray¬ 
mond Caissie’s sentence was 
complete, in March 2013 
a parole board refused to 
release him, saying he was 
of moderate to high risk to 
reoffend violently and sex¬ 
ually. 

Documents dating back 
eight years show Caissie,

The Grand Canyon is impos¬ 
ing millions of dollars in cuts 
to make a concessions con¬ 
tract more attractive to bid¬ 
ders. 

The cuts include cave mon¬ 
itoring, parking lot lighting, 
a children’s nature program 
and preventative search and 
rescue. 

Grand Canyon Super¬ 
intendent Dave Uberuaga says 
the money from those pro¬ 
jects and others will help re¬ 
pay a $ 100-million loan from 
the National Park Service. 

Grand Canyon borrowed 
the money to reduce what 
is owned to current conces¬ 



sionaire Xanterra Parks and 
Resorts for improvements it 
made at the South Rim over 
the years. 


Uberuaga said potential 
bidders on the contract to pro¬ 
vide services at the South Rim 
had balked at paying more 


than $150 million upfront to 
Xanterra to compensate for 
its improvements. 

By reducing that amount 


to $57 million, Uberuaga said 
he is hopeful the 15-year con¬ 
tract worth about $1 billion 
in gross revenue will become 
more competitive. 

Uberuaga said funding for 
preventative search and res¬ 
cue on Grand Canyon trails, 
patrols on the Colorado River 
and the children’s nature pro¬ 
gram will be reduced next 
year. Some vacant positions 
won’t be filled, and work to 
replace decades-old water 
pipelines that run across the 
canyon might be delayed.

The Obama administration

Report. U.S. treasury dept, 
still approving ‘excessive’ 
raises for GM executives 


Sanctions. Canada is 
tough on Russia, but 
not when it comes to oil 


The U.S. Treasuiy Department 
has continued to approve “ex¬ 
cessive” pay raises for top execu¬ 
tives at General Motors and its 
former consumer finance arm, 
both of which received taxpay¬ 
er-funded bailouts during the 
financial crisis, a new govern¬ 
ment report says. 

The government watchdog 
that oversees the $475-billion 
US bailout said Treasuiy ap¬ 
proved cash salaries exceeding 
$500,000 last year for 16 of the 


47 top executives at General 
Motors Corp. and Ally Financial 
Inc. Treasuiy allowed total pay 
packages, including company 
stock, of at least $1 million for 
eveiy top executive at the two 
companies, according to the re 
port released Wednesday by the 
special inspector general for the 
Troubled Asset Relief Program. 

It said the government ap¬ 
proved $3 million in pay raises 
for nine GM executives.

For all its much-touted tough¬ 
ness in imposing economic 
sanctions against Russia, Can¬ 
ada has been significantly more 
timid against one particular tar¬ 
get: the oil industry. 

A database of sanctions 
compiled by The Canadian 
Press suggests Canada has been 
almost three times less likely to 
penalize Russian oil companies 
than the United States. 

The Harper government has 
imposed economic penalties 


against five Russian oil com¬ 
panies, compared to 13 firms 
targeted in that same sector by 
the U.S. 

That’s despite the fact that 
in its vast array of more than 
175 sanctions targets, Canada 
has been as tough as the U.S. 
— if not tougher — on other 
segments of Russian society, 
including private citizens, the 
defence industry, mining, and 
financial-services companies.

Luckily, the Oct. 25 and 
26 Edmonton Ski and Snow¬ 
board Show at the Expo 
Centre (7300 116 Ave.) will 
have all the essentials to 
make the most out of the 
long winter months.

“The competitors ended 
up coming together and the 
industry also grew. 

“Now, the ski and snow¬ 
board show kicks off our 
snow season within the 
culture, industry, and com¬ 
munity.” 

A fan favourite has been 
resurrected for this year’s 
show: Rail Jam is a 17-foot 
indoor slope packed with 20 
truckloads of snow. 

Professional and ama¬ 
teur snowboarders will 
show off their best tricks 
on two huge handrails, in 
competitions taking place 
throughout the weekend. 

The show also offers 
guests everything they need 
to enjoy winter, from equip¬ 
ment to lift passes and re¬ 
sort packages. An entire 
section is dedicated to an 
equipment swap. 

“Any equipment you 
want to sell can be con¬ 
signed to the Edmonton Ski 
Club and they take a com¬ 
mission of the sale,” says 
Reinich. “It’s a fundamental 


part of their fundraising, so 
for people looking to sell 
their equipment, it’s win- 
win.” 

Reinich says all ages are 


welcome at the show. “We 
really support inviting the 
young families and kids get¬ 
ting started, through organ¬ 
izations like the ski club, 


because it offers so much in 
terms of the bonds you can 
build through these sports.”

Here’s a fun game: Sir Ben 
Kingsley has made a lot of 
films since Gandhi in 1982, but 
at least one of them was a ter¬ 
rible experience. So take a look 
at his IMDb page and guess 
which filmmaking experience 
was so toxic it prompted him 
to torch the screenplay. He’s 
not saying which film it was. 

“I actually burned the 
script,” Kingsley says while 
promoting his latest film, the 
stop-motion animated film 
Boxtrolls, which we can rule 
out from being the offending 
production in question. 

“I had a ceremonial burn¬ 
ing of the script. The director 
was such an awful person who 
was so discourteous to the cast 
and so amateurish. It was a 
colossal waste of good energy 
and time. All actors want to do 
is please and get it right, and it 
was so difficult.” 

One way to avoid any re¬ 
peats of such an experience? 
Taking matters into his own 
hands. 

“I’ve created a production 
company with my wife. We’ve 
got six films on our slate, and 


one of them is about a naval 
admiral,” Kingsley says. 

“I want to play a man in 
uniform. I’ve got tremendous 
respect for that life that they 
lead. We know so little about 
it. It’s never discussed or talked 
about, when they come back 
from battle. I want to exam¬ 
ine the choices that have to be 
made in those terrible times. 
That’s one of the films on our 
slate.” 

And it will likely be a far 
cry from his Boxtrolls char¬ 
acter, the devious Archibald 
Snatcher, who looks and 
sounds nothing like Kingsley 
himself. “My physicality on 
screen — the puppet — is veiy 
unlike my own silhouette. The 


movement and the manner¬ 
isms that you see on screen are 
not human,” he says. “I tried to 
echo that with stretching vow¬ 
el sounds and my accent and 
playing with my voice, from 
a very relaxed starting point. 
I actually was lying down for 
most of my recordings.” 

While Kingsley only had a 
bit of voiceover work before 
Boxtrolls, he’s got more fined 
up already, with Jon Favreau’s 
take on The Jungle Book, re¬ 
quiring only Kingsley’s voice. 

“Mowgli is a real child, 
and he’ll be surrounded by 
computer-generated animals,” 
Kingsley says of the project, in 
which he’ll play Bagheera the 
leopard. 
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"Fruit driven wine with a touch 
of sweetness and a full mouth 
feel.

Gone are the days when 
models, like Victorian chil¬ 
dren, were seen and not 
heard. Nowadays their so¬ 
cial media following on 
Twitter and Instagram can 
be as fiscally valuable as 
their face and figure. 

Sarah Doulcas, founder 
of agency Storm Models, ex¬ 
plains that “there are girls 
who have huge followings, 
so we have to monetize that 
with a client. We’ve had to 
teach them because they 
would come to us and say, 
‘It’s an advertising job.’ We 
would say, ‘What do you 
mean advertising? Is it e- 
commerce?’ They would 
hide under the table and it 
wouldn’t mean anything to 
them but now it should be 
monetized in a big way. It’s 
a big element.” 

Cara Delevingne’s flock 
of Twitter followers num¬ 
bers almost two million, 
while her Instagram ac¬ 
count is just shy of seven 
million. 

The 22-year-old’s audi¬ 
ence reach rivals that of 
the big brands such as Bur¬ 
berry, Pepe Jeans and Mul¬ 
berry for whom she models 
and subsequently markets 
for, thanks to her candid 
behind-the-scenes social 
media sharing. 

“I remember being hor¬ 
rified a couple of years ago 
when she was in Paris and 
watching on our computers 
as Cara was mobbed out¬ 
side a show by the general 
public and not by the pap¬ 
arazzi. And I was like, ‘God 
Almighty, this is extraordin¬ 
ary, this cannot be happen¬ 
ing,”’ exclaims Doulcas from 
her glass-walled office. 

Inevitably, Delevingne’s 
clickable antics in entering 


into the public interest — 
or rather the interest of the 
public — creates a ready 
stream of gossip-fuelled pic¬ 
ture stories of bleary-eyed 
partying or even a snap of 
the starlet sinking her teeth 
into model and bestie Jour- 
dan Dunn’s butt at the re¬ 
cent GQ Awards. 

But Delevingne, who not 
only survived tabloid accus¬ 
ations of dropping a cocaine 
baggie outside her London 
home last year, is in even 
greater demand with her 
ineffable mix of disarming 
charisma and zany ADHD 
childishness. It’s her USP 
(unique selling point). 

“When she was four 
years old, she was always an 
unbelievable mile-a-minute 
jumping bean. I said, ‘She 


will never be tall enough’ 
but I did always think she 
would act,” reminisces Do- 
ulcas.

Grabbing a game-changer

However, Doukas, who 
set up the agency in 1987, 
chides the industry for its 
lack of inclusivity in terms 
of race and gender diversity. 

“I just don’t think we 
have enough diversity.” 

Designers are still re¬ 
luctant to move away from 
the Caucasian esthetic that 
dominates the runways, al¬ 
though the fashion month 
cities (New York, London, 
Milan and Paris) are starting 
to cast more Asian models. 

“It’s what they think will 
sell,” remarks Doukas. 

She explains that it’s 
the simple fact that the in¬ 
dustry comes down to sales 
that empowers the public 
both as consumers of fash¬ 
ion and social media to 
drive the change away from 
runway and high-street 
homogeneity. 

Doukas believes that 
“when you get back to the 
power of social media and 
if someone like Andrej a Pe¬ 
jic can become a voice with 
all these followers, then 
brands will be forced to em¬ 
brace her, or whoever.”

My wife is an electronics 
junkie. If it whizzes, beeps, 
whirrs and the lights blink, 
she has to have it. 

In this case, them. 

We are now the proud 
surrogate parents of Roomba 
880, Scooba 450 and, the 
runt of the litter, Braava 380t 
— we just couldn’t split up 
the kids — the latest genera¬ 
tion of iRobot floor cleaners. 

As with all things elec¬ 
tronic, my wife leaves the 
boxes where I am most like¬ 
ly to trip over them on the 
off chance I might “hook 
them up.” This process does 
not eliminate her inherent 
wealth of knowledge on how 


they work, how they will 
be implemented and who 
will maintain them because 
“she’s seen the video.” With 
this logic she can launch the 
space shuttle. 

I work from home, so I 
gave in, released the kids 
from their containers and 
put them in their respective 
charging stations. 

But truth alert here: I was 
skeptical. 

iRobot has designed these 
little WALL-Es to do exactly 
what WALL-E did — clean. In 
this case, not quite a dere¬ 
lict asteroid but our small 
tumbledown home. Roomba 
vacuums, Scooba washes 
and Braava mops. 

Roomba on a roll 

Fully charged, I freed Room¬ 
ba from its docking station. 
Off he goes in random pat¬ 
terns, under the couches, 
between chair legs, on rugs, 
off rugs — he just doesn’t 
quit. I set him close to a set 
of stairs and he has sensors 


that won’t let him leap to his 
death. You can control him 
from his touch pad or from 
an included remote control. 

Although I’m not familiar 
with his language, I’m pretty 
sure beep-beep was a call 
for help when he managed 
to get stuck under a chair. 
“Help” and then he just shut 
down and waited for me 
to release him. He can be 
scheduled to clean at a pre¬ 
scribed time and will park 
himself when he’s done — a 
trait he will eventually teach 
my wife.

Allan Watt, vice- 
president of communica¬ 
tions and marketing for 
the Eskimos, says they 
have received some calls of 
complaint. 

But he hastens to point 
out that it’s all meant in 
good fun, and that he’s 
even originally from Sas¬ 
katchewan. 

While the ads aren’t 
helping the Eskimos to 
win, Watt says they are 
helping at the box office, 
noting that nearly 50,000 
fans are expected at Com¬ 
monwealth Stadium for the 
game featuring the 9-3 Rid¬ 
ers against the 8-4 Eskimos. 

“If that humour misses 
the mark, then I guess 
we’re not as funny as we 
intended to be,” he says.
